Upon the Cretan 'Pov v u. 


C a n e a , Island of Crete, Feb. 
15 . 
— The 
Christians 
o ccupied 
the 
heights surro unding the town yes­ 
terday morning, and began to b o m ­ 
bard Canea. 
As soon as the firing 
co mmenced Prince Gcorgi Berov - 
itch, go v erno r of Crete, with thirty 
recently enrolled Mo ntenegrin gen- 
darms, bo arded the Russian man- 
of-war. 
The Greek co asul 
also 
em barked on bo ard ano ther v essel. 
The Turks from the fortress re­ 
plied to the fire of the Christians. 
It is repo rted that the firing was a t­ 
tended with bloo dshed. 
The mili­ 
tary gov erno r was remov ed from his 
post. The foreign consuls also em- 
barked on bo ard the v arious v essels 
lying off the town of Canea. 
The 
Greek consul at Heraklio n went on 
bo ard the Greek warship Nauarchcs 
Miaulis. 
The Christians at Hernklio n are 
also hurrying on bo ard the ship.s. 
Fighting o ccurred aro und Halepa 
Saturday. 
After a brisk fusillade 
the Turks dislodged the Christians 
and o ccupied Akrotiri Hills. 
The 
French consul was obliged to quit 
his co untry house at Halepa and 
return to his official residence at 
Canea.
